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por more than ten 
years the Editor of 
this Weekly and the 
Founder of “Psychiana” 
has consistently, une- 
quivocally, and earnestly 
told its Members, and the 
whole world for that 
matter, that the story of 
God as brought to the 
world by the Christian churches is 
not true. We have made the statement 
time and time again, and offered to 
prove it, that what has been given to 
the world by Christianity, and upon 
which the world has been asked to 
stake its present and whatever future 
life there may be, is nothing more or 
less than an old ‘ pagan” religious 
superstition in another form. 

Naturally such a statement is so 
stupendous and so revolutionary that 
we have been not only made the butt 
of ridicule, but every conceivable at- 
tempt has been made to stop this 
Teaching and eliminate from the in- 
ternational religious picture both the 
Teaching and its Founder. The 
Founder of ‘‘Psychiana’ and the 
Movement itself have had to submit 
to investigation after investigation. 
An effort was made to deport the 
Founder of the Movement, and he was 
hauled into federal court on charges 
of making false statements in a pass- 
port application. This is perfectly 
all right with us. The federal govern- 
ment has the right, yes, it is its duty, 
to investigate anyone and everyone 
whom it suspects of having violated 
the laws of this land. I am very glad 
it did cause these trials and investi- 
gations, because the verdict of the 
F jury stands forever. It clears 

e. 

However, if one knew all I know 
about these actions, one would see 
there behind them, the church; and 
justice and Americanism stop there. 
Whenever the Founder of this Move- 
ment breaks a law, you will not hear 
him complain if the federal govern- 
ment cracks down on him with full 
force. He wants it to. But when relig- 
lous organizations put so much pres- 


sure on the government that these 
trials, etc., are forced, that’s a horse 
of another color. Then you will hear 
me talk. 

The reason for these attacks on the 
Movement and myself is simply be- 
cause I am saying that the whole 
Christian teaching is not of God, but, 
I repeat, is an old “pagan” religious 
tradition hiding under the cloak of 
Jesus Christ, and accepted by the 
Christian church as being wholly and 
totally of God. I am saying, and offer- 
ing to prove, that it is nothing of the 
sort; and I am borne out in this state- 
ment in many ways which we shall 
see as We progress. 

It has been charged that I am at- 
tacking the church as an organization, 
but nothing could be more false than 
that. I love the church. It is the best 
organization in America today out- 
side of our own government. But it 
is not bringing to us the truths of 
God. What it is doing is following the 
lead of other and older systems of 
religion, and trying to save this world 
by telling it that God came to the 
earth in physical form, and allowed a 
handful of Roman soldiers to kill Him 
on a cross. That is the foundation 
stone of Christianity, and I’m here to 
say that the complete story in its en- 
tirety is untrue. If it is, the church is 
teaching falsehood instead of truth. 
I make that claim, and I can prove 
that claim any time I have to. 


Now, it is not at all a case of 
whether the churches like what I 
write—it is a case of whether what 
I write is true or false. In any event, 
the world should know either way. 
Too much is at stake today. Too much 
has always been at stake in the realm 
of religion. We have, through this 


“Psychiana” Movement, 
come to the place in re- 
ligious history where the 
falsity of the present day 
teachings of the Chris- 
tian church is to be made 
public. The world is to 
know whether the teach- 
ings of the churches are 
true or false. This is the 
first time in religious history the 
church has not been strong enough to 
prevent this from being done. The 
world wants to know the truths of 
God. As a whole, it does not believe 
the church story. This is evidenced in 
a thousand different ways, chief of 
which is the utter failure of the story 
to do anything for mankind. 

The proof of the pudding is in the 
eating, and if the church theory of 
God is a failure, both from its own 
and the public standpoint, one should 
ask for no more conclusive proof than 
that. Just because the organization 
sails under religious colors, its theo- 
ries and preachments have not been 
questioned. Heretofore it has been 
considered blasphemous to even dare 
to question what the church teaches. 
The Roman church, and the Protes- 
tant, too, have killed more than one 
man and woman for attempting to do 
just that. The fact that the churches 
cannot do that today, is a very heart- 
ening thing, for, when these churches 
cannot kill, or imprison, or deport the 
one who has temerity enough to ques- 
tion their teachings, we then have an 
opportunity to fully investigate them 
and find out whether or not they are 
true or false. And I repeat, this is 
the first time in the history of the 
world when it was possible for one 
man to investigate the church story 
and successfully challenge it. And it 
was a blessed day for humanity when 
this ‘““Psychiana’” Movement saw the 
light of day. 

What has been taught to us in the 
name of God, by the Christian relig- 
ion, has been abundantly proved to 
be not the truths of God, but an old 
pagan system of religion and theory 
of God, which was known to millions 
thousands of years before the Christ

Bibles 


A word at this time about bibles 
may not be amiss, for every so often 
I receive a letter calling down all 
sorts of things on my head for telling 
the truth about the Christian bible— 
and it is just that. It must be borne 
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in mind that when the Spirit of God 
decides to move on the earth, as that 
Great Spirit decided to move through 
the ‘“Psychiana’’ Movement, it em- 
braces all humanity. The Spirit of 
the True God will never manifest to 
one system of religion, leaving the 
rest to be damned into hell-fire be- 
cause they do or do not believe some 
church creed. We must take the larg- 
er view. I do not accept the Christian 
bible for more than it is—that is, it’s 
the bible of the Christian religion 
only. But there are other religions, 
and other bibles, all of them far older 
than the Christian religion and the 
Christian bible.

Therefore, there must 
be some conception of God which is 
big enough to embrace all religions 
and all bibles, and I cannot accept the 
statement that any of these bibles is 
“the word of God” because I am asked 
to. Unquestionably these different 
bibles are the “word” of the “god” 
they tell about, but in almost every 
case the “god” in question is a man- 
made product, and cannot be other- 
wise; for there was a Creator at work 
long before the human race was cre- 
ated, and certainly the Christian bi- 
ble, or any other bible, was not in 
existence that long ago. 


In any event, the Christian bible is 
completely anonymous, is a very ques- 
tionable set of books, and is utterly 
incapable of proof; therefore, viewed 
in the light of the fact that God Al- 
mighty was creating this earth mil- 
lions and billions of years ago, I think 
it is far safer to lay these bibles to 
one side, and deal directly with God. 
These old anonymous bibles of every 
religion may not be as true as some

of the Christian church was ever 
heard of. The only difference is in 
the name of the “crucified god” 
taught by these old pagan systems of 
religion, and taught by the Christian 
church. 

Of course, the church will not and 
does not relish the truth about it 
being published, because it honestly 
believes its story to be true. And that 
is what I have been up against for 
more than ten years now. As a whole, 
the church stays in existence and op- 
erates upon the theory that what it 
teaches is the truth of God. More 
than half its ministers have gone on 
record as not believing it, but it still 
is the foundation stone on which the 
structure is built. I am saying that it 
never was true, and I am saying fur- 
ther that the proof that the story is 
not true is to be found in the fact that 
the church which is teaching this 
pagan theory of God is dying on its 
feet. No organization with God in it 
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can ever die. Let us argue from that 
point on—no organization with God 
in it, or which teaches the truths of 
God, can ever die. And the church is 
dying. And I want to help it live. 

In this article I shall deal only with 
the Methodist church on the Pacific 
Coast, for the church of the Metho- 
dists throughout the world can be 
gauged by what the church of the 
Methodists on the Pacific Coast is 
doing. The growth is in the west. If 
there is failure in the west, there is 
failure throughout the whole struc- 
ture. Let us see. 

All facts and figures are taken 
from the Pacific Edition of the Chris- 
tian Advocate, the official magazine 
of the Methodist church in the west, 
and from its issue of January 4th, 
1940. 

The sad facts as disclosed by the 
Methodist magazine itself are that in 
ten years, 550 of their churches dis- 
close decay, and lots of decay, too. 
These are facts. I did not originate 
them; I merely copied them from the 
Advocate, and in copying these facts 
and publicizing them, I am doing the 
Methodist church and the world at 
large a favor; because, if I am correct 
in my statements, and if the churches 
are not bringing to men the truths 
of God, those truths must lie in some 


` other doctrine than that taught by the 


churches. In other words, if the story 
of Jesus Christ is not true, there must 
be another story which is true. That 
is exactly the fact as it exists today. 
And the “Psychiana” Movement has 
that truth, and, for the first time in 
the religious history of the world, is 
bringing it to light. 

The results of this Teaching com- 
pared with the teachings of Metho- 
dism and the rest of the “isms” prove 
beyond any shadow of doubt, which 
organization has the truths of God, 
the churches or “Psychiana.” Again 
I repeat, the proof of the pudding is 
in the eating. The proof of a religion 
lies in the fact of its being able to 
bring God to man—to disclose the 
facts, the liberating truths of God— 
to man. A failing church can never 
do that. A highly successful and 
growing religion like “Psychiana” 
can do that. 

Now what is the Methodist story? 
Here it is: in ten years’ time, 550 of 
their churches on the Pacific Coast, 


each having a membership of over 
1,000, lost nearly 18% of their entire 
church-school enrollment. Think of in |

as the Methodists call them, and that 
means gifts to the church they all love 
so well, decreased 63% in the entire 
conference. The Advocate, comment- 
ing on this decaying and deplorable 
condition, states editorially: “The 
size of the slump in Church-school

was the best it could do, for whenever 
we cannot show lives changed by the 
hundreds of thousands, and whenever 
we stop receiving letters telling us 
how the Spirit of God is being re- 
vealed to human lives as a result of 
this Teaching, we’ll close it down. I 
am of the opinion the Methodist 
church should do the same thing, too. 

Now, once more, let’s see what the 
record shows, for the complete 550 
Pacific Coast Methodist churches, 
and I love every one of them. I would 
gladly lay down my life to bring the 
truths of God to them, in exchange 
for the pagan theory of God they 
now are teaching. 

“Sunday Schools decreased 
from 551,927 to 471,350, a loss 
of 14.6%.” 

“World service decreased from 
$2,250,805 to $863,106, a total de- 
crease of $1,387,969 or 61.6%.” 

“Pastoral support declined 
12.7%, and indebtedness went up 
99.4%.” 

Now, it doesn’t take much of a 
scholar or thinker to know at once 
that there is something radically 
wrong with any religious, or sup- 
posedly religious organization whose 
record is as sordid as the record of 
the Methodist church on the Pacific

Coast. Here is this church, an or- 
ganization which, it tells us, is op- 
erating by Divine Power. It is 
preaching to the world the matchless 
truths of God, the Great Creator of 
this universe. It is carrying out its 
Divine command, it tells us, to go into 
all the world and preach the gospel. 
It is preaching Jesus Christ as the 
one and only God this world has ever 
known, and, if we are to believe this 
church, it operates under the Power 
of the Spirit of God. And yet—in ten 
years’ time, on the Pacific Coast 
alone, 550 of its largest churches lost 
80,577 Sunday scholars, a loss of 
146%. Its gifts to the church for 
“World Service” dropped from two 
and one quarter million to about one 
and one quarter million, a loss of 
61.6%. Pastoral indebtedness in- 
creased 99.6%. 


Now, it is my contention that this 
condition cannot go on many years 
more or there will be no Methodist 
church at all. And I, for one, should 
not care to see that happen. But if the 
story the Methodist church asks the 
world to believe is not true, then I 
would rather see the Methodist 
church go out of existence than see 
it continue to blind and fool the 
people with a false picture of God. It 
has been doing that ever since it came 
into existence. The loss, the terrible 
figures given above, is proof, how- 
ever, that the church is not fooling as 
many people as it formerly did, and 
when I say “fooling,” I mean that it 
Is bringing to men and women, as 
being of God, a story which is not of 
God in any sense of the word. It is 
the preaching of this story which has 
brought the defeat of the Methodist 
church about, for none can call the 
above figures less than defeat. Cer- 
tainly the Power of God is not be- 
hind an organization whose record is 
as bad as this one is. 

People today want God. But these 
Same people are not interested in 
What the Methodist church, or any 
other church, has to offer. They know 
the story backwards and they are not 
Interested in it. But these same peo- 
Ple are very much interested in “Psy- 
chiana,” for thi; Movement has been 
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written up all over the world as the 
most spectacular and amazing growth 
of any religion in the world’s known 
history. Now, which of these two or- 
ganizations would you say was teach- 
ing the actual truths of God—the 
Methodist church with its terrific 
loss and decay, or “Psychiana” with 
its staggering and amazing growth 
over 11 years? There is but one an- 
swer—‘‘Psychiana.” 

Yet the same editor who gave us 
the figures I have just quoted, took 
it upon himself in a recent issue of 
this same Advocate, to attack this 
“Psychiana” Movement as being a 
“diploma-mill.” I am of the opinion 
that Dr. Laird Mills, the editor of 
the Advocate, had better do some- 
thing to save his church from com- 
plete annihilation, and leave the at- 
tacks on this Movement to someone 
who can show more accomplishments 
for God than he can show. If Dr. 
Laird is to stop the deadly disease 
of decay which is gnawing at the very 
vitals of Methodism, and which al- 
ready has it on its back, he has no 
time to waste in attacking a Move- 
ment upon which the whole world has 
its eyes, on account of its remarkable 
growth, and on account of the number 
of people who are finding God 
through it. 

These figures are an admission of 
defeat. They prove that there is none 
of the Power of the Spirit of God 
behind the Methodist church. If this 
church, and other churches, are to 
survive, the first thing necessary will 
have to be to find the Power of the 
Spirit of God, and operate through 
that Power, instead of through the 
dogmas, creeds, rites and rituals 
under which Methodism has operated 
to date. These creeds, beliefs, ete., 
have brought nothing but disaster to 
churches of all denominations, and 
the reason is that they are not true. 
When the Power of the Spirit of God 
is brought to this earth, such figures 
as I have given you will never be 
quoted of the organization through 
which the Spirit of God operates on 
the earth. 


A couple of years ago, Bishop 
Ralph Magee of this same Methodist 
church published some more figures, 
even more startling than these. In 
that report, released from Minneapo- 
lis, the Sunday school scholar loss

was over 750,000 in one year, and 
3,000 Sunday schools were closed up. 
Where, I ask you Methodists, is the 
Spirit of God? How do you ever ex- 
pect to “save” this world when you 
cannot even save your own institu- 
tion? And why cannot you save eith- 
er the world or the Methodist church? 
Let me tell you. It is because Metho- 
dism is a form of religion and only 
a form. What it is teaching about God 
is not true. It is attempting to save 
this world and itself with a false story 
of God, and the inevitable result is the 
failure of the organizations which 
try to do that.

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think they are, and it is not safe to 
take a chance. Far better it is, I be- 
lieve, to talk directly to God—to rec- 
ognize the presence of God in the 
life—for then, there can be no possi- 
bility of mistake. There might be 
much possibility of mistake when the 
record of the Christian bible is as 
blank as it is. I realize, of course, 
that Christians claim all divinity for 
their book, and deny that same di- 
vinity to other, and far older bibles. 
I cannot do that. The Spirit of God 
which is directing this Movement 
tells me differently; so, to be true to 
myself and the world, I must stand by 
the revelations I receive from the 
Great Spirit—God, allowing all the 
bibles to slip out wherever they want 
to.

There is no other place; and if 
you miss the consciousness of the 
Spirit of God here on this earth, in 
You, you are of all people the most to 
be pitied. It makes no difference what 
your church affiliations may be; that 
Means nothing at all. What really 
matters, and the only thing that mat- 
ters, is the consciousness you have 
day by day of the Spirit of God in 
you. 
This hymn says, “still, still,” and 
: that means, “quiet, quiet.” That’s it— 
quiet with God. You may be able to 
find God in the bluster and care of 
life, but I am of the opinion that you 
čan realize the presence of God so 
much easier whe> ~au are quiet. It is 
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for this reason I ask my followers to 
“be quiet—get alone with the Great 
Spirit of God.” One does not need the 
“crucified god” of any church to find 
the True Spirit of God. Those stories, 
and all creeds and dogmas, are man- 
made or church-made; therefore, 
there is nothing of God in them. 


“Alone with Thee—amid the mys- 
tic shadows”—truly portrays the 
communion of the soul with its Mak- 
er—God. There are only two neces- 
sary things for perfect union—you 
and God. God is spirit. Nothing else 
is needed. With all respect to all the 
“crucified gods” of all the religions 
which have had them, they are not 
necessary. They only hinder. They put 
the eyes on man-made theories in- 
stead of on the Spirit of God. You 
will note in this beautiful hymn Mrs. 
Stowe said nothing about crosses, and 
crucifixion, and blood, or any other 
ghastly thing which never should 
have been connected with the name of 
God. All she knew, and all I know, and 
all I want to know, is the present ex- 
istence of the Spirit of God—in you. 
For once this Great Presence is dis- 
covered, nothing else matters. The 
“mass,” the “confession” and the rest 
of these—they are all entirely outside 
of things of the Spirit. Leave them 
alone. Keep “still, still with God.” 
Therein lies your fullness of peace 
and supply. Therein lies all the Pow- 
er of God you will ever be able to use.

As the European picture gets dark- 
er and darker, and as we see country 
after country being brutally stolen 
from its owners, there is one happy 
corner of the picture, which insures 
that those who have been so brutally 
attacked and so ruthlessly raped, will 
once again rise to a greater height 
than they occupied before.

which is God, goes back to the God 
who gave it. 

I shall not go into the merits or de- 
merits of the two theologies here. 
Suffice it to say that Methodism, and 
the whole Christian structure for that 
matter, is dying on its feet, and it 
never can recover. The reason it is 
dying is because the story of God it 
teaches is not the true story of God, 
but is the same old story the Hindoo 
and a dozen other major systems of 
theology down the ages had. Under 
this teaching, the church is utterly 
powerless to even stay in existence 
itself, let alone bring God to a dying 
world. Opposing this, one man with 
the True Spirit of God in his Move- 
ment, has been able to carve a notch 
in the religious structure of the world 
and this one man, fighting the con- 
densed and combined opposition of 
the Christian churches, has finally 
come to the place where he is begin- 
ning to be recognized as possessing 
the real Truths of God. Those truths, 
even though taught only by mail, are 
bringing to hundreds of thousands— 
God. And that is something the Meth- 
odist church has never been able to 
do to any extent whatsoever. 

This world is in a dangerous con- 
dition. There are forces at work whose 
sole object is to drive the name of 
God from off the face of the earth, 
and usurp the Power of God. They 
will fail. But they will not fail if 
the only opposition they get is from 
the church as it exists on the earth 
today; for, as we have seen, this or- 
ganization is not able to keep even 
with the board in its own affairs, iet 
alone fight for God and humanity. 
If its present rate of decay and loss 
keeps up, in twenty years or less there 
will be no Christian religion. And if 
what the Christian church predicates 
its religion on is but pagan myth and 
superstition, it should go out of the 
picture. 

Beloved of the church, please face 
the facts. Don’t try to lull yourself 
to sleep. Don’t try to bury your head 
in the sand and say, “God’s in His 
heaven—all’s right with the world.” 
This world needs God here and now, 
and if you cannot bring to this world 
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the true picture of God, depend upon 
it, someone else will. I suggest that 
the Methodist church and the other 
churches carefully consider what I 
have here written, and we of “Psy- 
chiana” will always be found eager 
to bring to the churches the truths of 
God, as we know those truths exist. 


“Psychiana” is not an experiment. 
For nearly eleven years it has been 
put to the test. The results are good. 
God is making His actual presence 
and Power known on the earth 
through this Movement. I care not 
what church it may be (and I love 
them all), there is no church on the 
face of the earth today which is cap- 
able of bringing to this earth the 
truths of God. They can teach their 
own systems of theology, but even 
they are useless, for, like the Metho- 
dist church, failure is written in large 
letters across the doors of every 
Methodist church-house in America, 
insofar.as bringing the Power of the 
Spirit of God to this earth goes. They 
cannot do it. They never have done 
it, and the false theory of God they 
hold. is the.reason they cannot do it. 


Make no mistake about it—if such 
men as Hitler and Stalin, with their 
damnable doctrines, are to be stopped, 
it will take the Spirit of God to stop 
them. This Spirit of God, the church- 
es know nothing akout. Their god, 
Jesus, died 2,000 year ago, and there- 
fore the worship or the Power of 
Jesus, even if he had-any, would not 
be sufficient to bring peace out of 
chaos, joy out of sorrow, and God 
out of atheism. 

Some may not like this article. I 
do not care whether they do or not. I 
know the Power behind this Move- 
ment. I know what it is doing, for it 
is revealing the Power of the Spirit 
of God to this earth. It will continue 
to do so until the Great Day of the 
Spirit of God has arrived. If you 
churches would like to come along 
with us and learn of God, well and 
good. We will do anything in our 
power to help you save yourselves. If 
you do not throw away the theology 
which is spelling your doom, then the 
Spirit of God will be manifested 
through ‘‘Psychiana” and the world 
will know the truths of God through 
this Movement instead of through the 
church. 


Using Power 


As the days go by, and as the Poy. 
er of the Spirit of God in you becomes 
stronger and more marked, you must 
daily recognize and use that Power. 
Not necessarily in any specific man- 
ner, but throughout every waking 
moment. What actually happens is 
this—you first become conscious of 
the Power of God in you, and then it 
becomes automatic to use this Great 
Spirit. It makes no difference what 
the emergency may be, God you will 
ever be able to use. Let the Power of 
God then be as natural a thing as 
your breathing or your eating. Do 
everything you do in that Power. 
Then, when you do, you will be an 
overwhelming victor in the trials of 
life.
